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PACIFIC BASES 


Pacifle affairs, accentuated by the Sino-Japan- 
‘eso, hostilities, cannot fall, inevitably to result 
1n the strengthening of the bases owned by other 
Powers with. Interests in this part of the world. 
Britain's Singapore Base is practically completed 
at p cost of £11,000,000 and lacks only material 
‘supplies in the ‘shape of warships, aeroplanes 
‘and personnel to bring the scheme to the point 
of fruition which represents Britain's determin 
tonto maintain her position in the Far East. 
Now comes the report that supporting the 
Preparedness campaign which President 
Roosevelt is expected to launch in the near 
future additional aeroplanes are to be sent to 
Hawail which, presumably with other works of 
‘armament and defence hitherto unrevealed, will 
make this part of the United States’ possessions 
fone of the world’s strongest air bases. At least 
42-new machines of a new fast bombing type 
will be sent there in the course of the gear and 
as other sqtiadrons have been systematically 
added in the last two years there will probably 
be somewhere about 400 machines available at 
this advanced post of American influence in the 
Pacifle, Distances measured casually front a 
Blance’ on the map might appear great for 
practical operation purposes but the range of 
the modern aeroplane, which can be fuelled from 
auxiliary vessels, is ‘rapidly: increasing and it 
Ig no fantastle dream to coneelve long ocean 
raids in the near future, This does not neces- 
sarily mean any sonst of aggressive purpose 
developing by the Powers possessing these bases 
but a rapidly changing equilibrium in the Far 
East. is dictating correctives of fulure pos 
sibilites.

‘President Roosevelt's fighting speech at the 
banquet in Washington to celebrate Jackson 
Day throws the gauntlet down to big business 
in no mistakeable manner.

THE HOLIDAY AFTERMATH 


NORTHERN POST OFFICES 


‘The operation of the postal system in, North 
China, in the ureas under Japanese control, is 
giving rise to some. concern. Whatever the 
Feason may be the fact is that the delivery of 
‘Shanghal newspapers is deteriorating to such 
extent that some readers complain of only 
Feceiving coples of their papers once or twice 
‘a month on the average since September last, 
‘though those destined for the various embassies 
and legations are duly delivered after a slight 
delay. "The postal authorities in the north, for 
‘obvious reasons, are unable to divulge informs 
tion regarding the working of the postal system, 
but from various Chinese and Japanese sources 
it is learned that somo tne: ago a Japanese 
colonel attached to the Kitas Army\ Special 
‘Affairs Department visited postal officials and 
informed them that for the future he would be 
giving orders regarding postal business in 
North China. ‘Tiree or four Japanese experts, 
called either directors or advisers, have been 
installed jn the Peiping and Tientsin post 
offices and have taken over a large part of 1 
exceutive work. Nanking appointed official 
SUN retain thelr titles and some of their 
original authority, but it is reported that there 
has been no deGnition of the division of 
authority whieh occasionally leads to dimeuities, 
‘Also in these two offices a fair number of 
Japanese have been installed in the various 
‘departments, in addition to which eight censors 
from the Japanese military police are also 
functioning. So far as can be ascertained, up 
{o the present the newly-established Provisional 
‘Government has mode no move towards taking 
‘over the post offices in the area over whicn 
they have assumed jurisdiction, though all 
offices have been obliged to fly the five-barred 
flag since December 1 























BRITAIN'S HEALTH 


‘The attention which Great Britain is paying 
{o its national health is demonstrated by the 
report in another column of the various 
Schemes which come into operation during the 
course of the current year. In ono of them 
upwards of a million boys and girls, leaving 
school, and being under 10 years of' age did 
not come sinder the health insurance scheme, 
will become eligible for medical benefit, thus 
removing the hiatus which formerly cxisted 
between: the time of leaving school and reach- 
Ing the age mentioned. It is still something of 
‘a reproach that children should have to be put 
to work so early, and It is to be hoped that the 
time will come when children will start work 
somewhat later in life than is at present pro- 
vided for, The fight against maternal mortal- 
ity is still belng ‘carried on and during this 
year a new midwifery service will be establish- 
ed. as the result of which no mother, no matter 
What her circumstences, need be without the 
beneMt of expert assistance. Parliament ts ex- 
‘pected to pass a bill providing old age pensions 
for the blind at the age of forty instead of Alty 
years as at present, while financial assistance 
xkiven to blind people in their homes will be 
Fendered under the Blind Persons Act and not 
under “the Poor Law. thereby removing any 
faint of pauperism which might- have been 
felt to exist, The readiness with which black- 
‘coated workers have responded to the insur- 
lance scheme devised in their behalf is also a 
Promising development and while much has 
still to be done along similar lines, the fact 
that progress is being made, despite other 
national preoccupations is a matter for con- 
gratulation, When to all this is added the 
Schemes for bringing about a greater deyree of 
national fitness, it will be realized that Britain

WAR REFERENDUM 


Jan. 6. 

‘The: isolationist school of thought in the 
United States has been strong enough to force 
the House of Representatives to consider and 
vote on a proposal for a mandatory national 
referendum before that country can ever 
enter into any foreign war. ‘The matter will 
‘come up for debate in the course of next week 
land in view of the fact that a majority of the 
House has supported tho question being 
brought before it presents the case in a some- 
what singular light. ‘The fact that they have 
given their signatures to support the sponsor 
jin foreing the debate docs not necessarily 
mean that they will vote for the resolution, 
after it has been considered. It may merely 
mean that they think the question of sufficient 
importance to warrant immediate considera- 
tion by the legislature and by no means in- 
Gicates that, in the final vote, their suffrages 
have already been pledged. ‘The argument of 
the sponsor of the resolution is an interesting 
one, and to many will seem unanswerable. 
It Is contended that the people who bear the 
burdens of war, and sacrifice the most, should 
have a voiee in deciding whether they want 
war, and this contention applies with very 
considerable force in the “farm belt” where 
the peace sentiment is very strong indeed. 
It is doubtful whether in the coastal states of 
‘America it will receive the same support for 
there the great difficulties of securing the 
isolation of the United States is more readily 
perceived, and their international responsibili- 
ties more fully appreciated. Nevertheless 
that Mr, Louis Ludlow, from Indiana, will 
find considerable backing for his proposal is 
‘more than likely, though it is doubtful who- 
ther Congress wil! pass such a resolution. “In 
the first place it is opposed by President 
Roosevelt and his advisers. Mr. Roosevelt 
holds the opinion that such a resolution would 
[not be in the interests of representative gov- 
emment, while Mr. Cordell Hull is me 
‘emphatic in stating that from the standpoint 
of promoting peace and keeping the country 
out of war, he was unable to see either the 
‘wisdom or practicality of the proposal. Con- 
gressman Sam D, Reynolds, chairman of the! 
Foreign Affairs Committee is even more 
emphatic, characterizing the whole propos! 
as “utterly ridiculous.” 

"The enactment of such an amendment to. 
the Constitution would completely disarm the 
Giplomacy of the United States, “It would 
take the “teeth” out of all protests made to 
‘other nations, for they could afford to dis- 
regard them in the belief that majority of 
the whole of the Uinted States might never 
be obtained in favour of a declaration of 
hostilities. In any event the slow method of 
arranging and holding a nationwide referen- 
‘dum would tie the hands of American diplo- 
mats for all the time necessary to ascertain 
‘the wishes of the nation. The proposal, it is 
‘true, leaves: the government free to declare 
‘war in the event of an invasion of the United 
States, but that is so unlikely that in the 
concession there is no saving grace. Wars of| 
the future may be expected to come sudden 
ly. Nations may be expected to open 
hostilities without all the preliminaries lead- 
{ing to an ultimatum, and a country may find 
itself at war by the military action of the 
enemy taken without any warning at all 
Such an action may involve the interests of 
the United States, and it seems unfitting that 
the decision as to whether those interests 
should be defended or not should be left to 
the decision of the whole mass of voters, who 
shave at the polls deputed certain men to re- 
present them in Congress. They should not 
Be sent there with stich a limitation imposed 
upon them as that contemplated by this 

‘amendment to the Constitution, for 
it would, in fact, amount to a negation of the 
principles of representative government, and 
‘be carrying the doctrine of democracy io an 
‘absurd conclusion. Any nation bound by 
‘such an enactment would be able only to 
move with ponderous slowness against coun- 
tries whose system of goverument. provides! 
for sudden decision and equally sudden action. 
‘The importance of this consideration is 
apparent when it is remembered that the 
immediate damaye which may be wreaked on 
the outbreak of war may in the future 
decide its ultimate outcome. Aggression may 
prove the best form of defence in wars of the 
future, and there is no value in an aggression 
‘which has to be publicly canvassed through- 
‘out a nation for weeks before it is commenced. 

President Roosevelt and his administration 
are probably confident that the resolution 
‘wil not be passed by Congress. Constitu- 
tional amendment requires a two-thirds vole: 
by both Houses before it goes to the various 
States for approval. Three-fourths of the 
‘States have then to ratify it before it becomes| 
the law of the land. It is plain from the! 
foregoing that Mr. Ludiow's resolution will 
have to run quite a gauntlet of opposition 
Before it reaches the statute. books of the 
United States. That a majority of the House! 
of Representatives favour the matter being! 
considered does not mean that a majority 
will eventually support the proposal, _and| 
still less that the two-thirds majority will be: 
Secured in either of the two Houses of Con- 
‘gress. The Administration may be depended 
lupon to fight the proposal every inch of the| 
way, and though there is some division 
‘amongst the President's adherence in esnnec- 
tion with other matters, there is reason to|

in fact amount to the disarmament of Ameri~ 
can diplomacy to such an extent as to 
Dereave it of much of the authority which 
should belong to it and would refer to the 
masses a matter on which they may not be

Palestine was suggested. It was not then 
suggested that Jews should be excluded from 
the section set aside for the Arabs or viec| 
versa, but it did amount to giving each race| 
separate jurisdiction over a portion of the| 
terzitory, a third area being reserved for 
British mandate, Naturally: it pleased 
neither, but as it seems the only possible way| 
‘out of the impasse which has been created, 
the British Government, without committing 
Itself to definite approval of the scheme, is 
seeking now to discover just how practicable 
it really is. With the growing tendency in 
‘certain countries to discriminate against the’ 
Jews, it is becoming increasingly necessary 
that ‘some place shall be found for them. 
Palestine cannot possibly hope to cater for all 
who may flee in search of safety, but it can 
still absorb a large number, Great Britain 
Is honestly seeking to redeem pledges in this| 
conneetion which were given years ago, but| 
it has to be pointed out that neither race has 
been particularly helpful. Indeed both have| 
been definitely obstructionist, and since they| 
cannot agree between themselves as to what] 
shall be the future of the land in which they| 
‘ought to be prepared to live in amity, it be- 
fomes the duty of Great Britain under the! 
mandate received from the League of Nations 
to devise the best method of o the 
difficulty. Tt remains to be seen whether as| 
f result of the new commission's investiga~ 
tons final approval will be given to the plan, 
‘or whether even then it will be accepted by} 
the League, but the chances are that if Britain| 
does decide to support the scheme it will 
receive the endorsement of Geneva, after!

VALUABLE YEAR BOOK 


“The China Christian Year Book, 1996-87" has 
just been published by the Christian Literature 
Society and its first page opens with a tragic| 
note, It very nearly came to being a war 
casualty, but there were about it so many| 
‘elements of “survival value” that it just had to 
‘appear, in spite of the fact that the Editor-in~ 
chief, the Rev. Prank Rawlisféon was stricken 
down in the midst of the task of preparing the] 
materials for publication, » It will be remem- 
Bored that he was fatally wounded by shrapnel! 
during the ‘air-ralds of August 14, and im- 
mediately following the preface is a short 
sketch of the editor's life, in which the writer 
says "Surely a prophet tins gone from among | 
tus, and we shall greatly miss the stimulus of 
hit pen and voice as we attempt to carry on 
through fire and flame."

New Government Viewed Apathetically: Their Financial] 


Difficulties: Problems in Mongolia

So liltle dovs’ this new arrangement 
seem to have been thought out. e- 
forehand, that only three days prior 
o its proclamation, the poliee were 
going round the city’ and tearing down 
All the posters that had been demand~ 
lng "so "voeiferously a North China 
government. (Hun. Pel Kuoh) for the 
people of North China, «policy that 
had been proclaimed from the 
hhousotops for the last halt dozen years 
for 40, All this would searcely seem 
To point to those deep-lald schemes 
cr to that carefully thought-out policy 
‘of which we have been hearing so 
much, Indeed, it is being whispered 
snub rosa that the establishment of the 
now all-China yovernment in Pelping 
was quite suddenly decided on and 
rushed through, inorder to forestall 
similar action’ by other military 
‘authorities. elsewhere, 














Remains Without « Mead 
Anyhow, the new government does 
not Tooke any more like a real gov 
emment, than It did when frst pro- 
claimed,” Tt still remains without a 
head, ‘The latest candidate mentioned

905 Enterprises Destroyed in 
Hostilities 





An interesting report has been 
prepared by the Shanghai Municipal: 
Council's Industrial Section regard 
ing damage done to factories and 
workshops in the "Northern and 
Eastern areas of the International 
Settlement during the recent hostili- 
ties. It is emphasized that the 
figures yiven are approximate only, 
ag it” was not possible when the 
‘observations were taken to make a 
complete and thorough check of all 
premises, "The observations were 
made with a view to assessing tho 
possibilities ‘of employment, ap and 
when the areas are re-opened to 
norma activities, 

‘The report states that out of a 
former 135,000 persons at work in 
industrial enterprises in these two 
areas prior to August, 1937, it is 
thought that there will not be 
‘occupation for more than 40,000 at 
A maximum, if remaining factories 
are able to ‘operate at. their former 
Iabour strength and in double shifts 
where these were formerly worked. 
‘This Agure is Inclusive “of public 
ulilty enterprises. Of this number 
Ht ig mot thought that more than 
000 could be put to work in 
‘Chinese-owned enterprises. 

Many Damy~ed 
1 is estimated that ‘ay “tal of 905, 
conterprises, mostly of sii! size, and 
employing a total of 30,068 workers, 
have been totally destroyed by fire. 
Th addition there are possibly. some 
1,000 ‘Chinese factories and” work~ 
shops, ineluding both large and small 
plants, whose premises have been 
Aamaged more or less seriously. It 
is not possible to slate the condition 
‘of the contents, but it is known that 
In some of the larger mills machin~ 
ery has been rendered useless, and 
would require replacement before 
the mills could work. Evidence of 
disturbance and looting of factory 
premises is common. It is therefore 
assumed that none of these 1,000 
Plants could recommence operation.

SCORES INJURED WHEN 
BUILDING FALLS 


Several Hundred Beggars 
Crowd in Old House 


Shanghal, Jan. 7, 

Scores of Chinese were injured 
last night. when the frst foot of a 
‘house at 672 Kiukiang Rood partially 
‘collapsed under the weight of human 
beings, causing injuries of varying 
degrees to over 60 of several hundred 
ten of the beggar class in the house. 

It took two ambulances, one rescue 
van and one lorry of the Central Fire 
Station, and another ambulance from 
the Sinea Fire Station to remove the 
Injured from the house to the Lester 
‘Chinese Hospital and the St. Luke's 
Hospital, 41 being taken ir ambula 
ces and vans of the Central Fire Sta- 
tion and 20 in the vehicle from Sinza 
Fire Station. The majority of them, 
however, were allowed to leave the 
hospitals late last night. 

‘The howe concerned was a very 
‘old tworstoreyed structure formerly 
‘occupied by a small Chinese shop and 
Which wag vacated by its occupants 
Shortly ‘before the outbreak of the 
Shanghai hostilities "ready for 
thorough Inspection and repairs, or, 
it necessary, rebuilding. When 
hostilities broke out, however, the 
repair work was delayed with ‘the 
result that the house was empty for 
several months. 

‘On Wednesday evening, men of the 
beggar class who had hitherto lived 
fn alleyways entered the house with- 
out the owners’ permission. 

‘They were followed by many other 
beggars who came from far and wide, 
as, although the house was old and 
small, It was warmer inside than the 
alleyways and streets. ‘The result 
was that this small old house was 
filed to overflowing with hundreds of 
hhuman beings crowded together like 
sardines. ‘The floor gave way under 
the weight last night, causing injuries 
to those who fell from upsiairs and 
those downstairs who were hit by 
debris. 

Policemen and firemen who visited 
the house found it in an ulterly filthy 
state.

many court cases, He studied at the 
Brigham Young Academy at Provo

[University of Michigan. He was ad- 
mitted to practice before the Michi- 
in Supreme Court even before he 
was 21 years of age. 

As early as 1895 he was a political 
leader in the Stato of Utah and .in 
1900 he ran for Congress and won 
seat in the House. He retired in 1010| 
jwhen defeated by Senator William H. 
ing, former school-mate. 

He returned to an active role in| 
political life in 1920 when he helped 
manage the campaign of Warren G. 
[Harding whom he had known well in 
ithe Senate, In 1922 he was named 
associate justice of the Supreme| 
Court. 

On the bench he soon became the! 
recognized leader of the conservative 
jeroup and wrole many of its opinions. 
He himself resented the implication | 
that he was a “standpatter.”
